in housing development. 
Nor is the argument that 
Government should assume 
full responsibility for mect- 
Ing housing needs wholly 
convincing, It would involve 
ndditional burdens on the 
_ taxpayers who are relatively 
few in proportion to the 
population and many of 
whom already have their 
own rental demands to meet, 
The most appropriate sug- 
gestion is Ahe creation of 
building societies, but here 
ngain there has been o 
marked lock of interest by 
the community in such 
schemes. Endeavours -have 
been made to ‘establish u 
building society for the 
bonefit of the middle bracket 
income group, but the 
response suggested -cither 
thera was no real desire to 
be’ “associated with the 
schemo, or that its initial 
financing was beyond the 
means of those for whom it 
was intended.

life anew, a month after the disaster 


- INGOLDMELLS (Lincolnshire). 
MODEST avenue of tall elms leads from the 


Rectory to its gate, 
the day through, lorries 


and’ beyond the gate, all 
trundle past, bumper-to- 


bumper often, over the road to the sea—a_ short, 
straight road that the sea tore to pieces a month 
ago,.and which is now being built again, 


The lorries carry loads of 
slut and stone, These they tip 
into the sandbills to be pound- 
ed, crushed, monhundled, — into 
defences against the sea which, 
in this village’s quota of coast~ 
Nine, ate up three miles or so 
of sandhills and  sea-wall, 
-drowned 17, — destroyed the 
homes of nearly 200, 


Against such an invasion, one 
Jorryloud or rubble or slag 
umounts to about as much’ as a 
child's bucket-full of sand in

“Yes,” sald the rector, us we 
stood by the windows of his 
12-room) Georglan rectory, and 
watched the lorries roll by, 
“we have nearly 200 homeless, 
und the population of the parish 
is estimated at 536." ae 


Saying this, the rector, — the 
Rev. Jumes Wood, paused, us 
‘If out of respect for the local 
magnitude of the disaster. He 
is a square-set, foir-haired man 
of 43, diocesan missioner, rural 
dean, and no stranger to sud- 
den devastation such as that 
which has now erased half of 
Ingoldinells, 


He was for cight years wu 
member of the Bush Brother- 
hood In .Australia, one of ten 
priests who, recciving no pay 
beyond £40 a year to pay for 
their shoes and clothes, work 
for a minkmum of five years in 
the “outback.” 


There, his “parish,” Brewar- 
rina, in New South Wales, was 
half the size of England. There

He saw nothing comparable 
with the sort of trouble that 
Ingolimells is facing now.
